“T found the YMCA focuses more 
on the people invloved,” Gillam said. 
“Instead of the numbers of 
participants and the money 
collected.”’ 

Just, 25, Gillam has worked for 
the West End YMCA since he was 
17. 

Gillam, program director for the 
Rancho Cucamonga Family YMCA, 
came to the organization his junior 
year in high school after 
experimenting with drugs and 
alcohol. 

“T found the Y to be a very caring 
organization,” Gillam said. “They 
base everything on the Christian 
ideals, of caring, love and 
understanding.” 

It was the atmosphere that helped 
him to decide to pursue a career with 
the YMCA. 

“‘You come to the Y because you 
love kids,” he said. ““The Y is not 
concerned with being an authority | 
figure to kids, you are just trying to 
help them through situations.” 

Gillam said that working for the 
YMCA takes a special dedication. 

“There is a joke that when you 
work for the Y you marry the Y,”’ 
Gillam said. “The Y is not the place 
for you if you’re expecting to clock in 
at 8 and leave at 5.” 

Gillam often spends his free time 
attending youth group sessions at 
night and on weekends at YMCA 
sponsored camps. 

“Tt’s a place where people from all 
backgrounds can join to become a 
family,” he said. “It reflects the type 
of people that are involved.” 

He added that the most rewarding 
experiences come from helping teens 
through the awkward years of 
adolescence. 

“T consider them my friends,” he 
said. ‘I just want to help people feel 

needed and wanted.” ‘

Upland’s Madonna of the Trails has 
stood valiantly as a symbol of pioneer 
spirit since 1929, but not without re- 
ceiving a few scars along the way. 

After the recent earthquake, and 
subsequent aftershocks, the statue now 
needs repair and restoration, Don Ram- 
sey, Upland’s chief building official, 
said. 

“We want to determine whether or 
not it will fall in a major earthquake,” 
Ramsey said. 


Several prominent cracks surround 
the base of the cast red stone statue, 
which was barricaded with caution tape 
after the Feb. 28 earthquake. 

Ramsey said the city wants to deter- 
mine what damage the statue might 
suffer in the event of an 8-magnitude or 
greater earthquake. 

“The earthquake aggravated damage 
that was already there,” he said. “The 
earthquake caused the statue to twist 
and turn.” 

The Upland temblor measured 5.5 on 
the Richter scale. Each additional point 
on the Richter scale means that the 
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may need a face lift 


ground motion is 10 times greater. An 
earthquake measuring 8 or above 
would be at least 30 times as powerful 
asa 5.0. 

A structural engineer and an art 
conservator were hired by the city to 
devise a strategy to keep the statue on 
its feet. 

Managers at the Home Savings of 
America office, adjacent to the statue, 
has expressed interest in funding, at 
least in part, the cost of the restoration, 
Ramsey said. 

Total cost for the project will not be 
known until all research is complete 





and a strategy devised and approved by 
the city to repair the statue, Ramsey 
added. 

Two possible options for restoring 
and shoring up the statue include 
strengthening the steel supports or al- 
tering the base of the sculpture, Glenn 
Wharton art conservator said. 

‘I’m pleased to be called in before it’s 
broken,’ Wharton said. “The time to 
deal with the problems are now, before 
it is too late.”

Historic home in R.C. down, 
but owner says it will be back

Early Friday morning on July 28, 
1989, the historic Demens-Tolstoy 
house in Rancho Cucamonga was se- 
verely damaged in a fire that burned 
most of the first floor of the 100-year- 
old structure. 

But, like a veteran prize fighter 
that refuses to give up, the Tolstoy 
House is down but not out. 

“The house has withstood quakes 
and winds,”’ Peter Tolstoy, a co-owner 
of the home said. “This will be re- 
paired.” 

But restoring a historic structure is 
not a simple process, said architect 
Devon Hartman. 

“There is a lot of detailing involved 
in historic restoration,’ Hartman 
said. Architectural designers work 
from photographic records to help 
them obtain specifications for the res- 
toration, he added. 

While homeowners can just jog on 
down to the local hardware store for 
many of their supplies, when it comes 
to historical restoration, the task be- 
comes much harder. 

“Tt is important to analyze every 
part of the house,” Hartman said. 
‘“‘We had to take samples of all the 
moldings in the house for replica- 
tion.” 

Much of the woodwork items will 
have to be crafted by hand, Hartman 
said. 

Hartman, who is overseeing the 
project, is a senior partner with Hart- 
man-Baldwin Architectural Design 
and Construction Company in Clare- 
mont. The firm specializes in histori- 
cal restoration. 





The house is being renovated — with a rebuilt top floor — this month. 


As part of the restoration the 27- 
room house must be brought up to 
current electrical and structural 
building codes, Hartman said. 

“From start to finish there is as 
much time spent in planning as in the 
restoration itself,” Hartman said. 

Tolstoy, 63, who lived in the house 
as a boy, said the city of Rancho 
Cucamonga has shown considerable 
interest in the house’s restoration. 

Originally constructed in 1890, it 
was was bought shortly after it was 
built by Tolstoy’s grandfather Capt. 
P.A. Demens. 


Demens, a succesful citrus grower, 
was instrumental in bringing the Pa- 
cific Electric Railway Company to 
Alta Loma to transport fruit to the 
packing houses adjacent to existing 
railway lines, Tolstoy said. 


In addition to serving as a meeting 
place, the house also held an exten- 
sive library of first edition books. The 
books, many in Russian, were dam- 
aged in the fire. 


Many of the water-damaged books 
have been freeze-dried and are being 
restored. : 


The times and size of his family had 


necessitated change during the years 
but the 1883 adobe citrus ranch house 
today still retains a hint of the original 
structure J.B. Tays had built out of 
mud excavated from the site. 


The building has stood for 107 years, 


longer than the city of Upland has been 
around. Newcomers may not know it, 
but Southern California and the Inland 
Valley in particular has a history of its 
own. 


And in a small way, the Nisbet house 


has helped promote a part of that 
history. 


The house and five others were fea- 


tured recently on a tour sponsored by 
the Upland Historical Preservation So- 
ciety. Almost 400 people attended the 
event and because of its success, anoth- 
er similar project is planned for next 
year, according to Mike Lucas, society 
first vice president. 


“The tour was very successful and we 


plan on this becoming an annual 
thing,” 
have requested to be considered next 
year for the tour. 


Lucas said. Ten other homes 


Proceeds from ticket sales will be 


used to help homeowners work on their 
houses, he said. Most of the work will 
involve painting or minor repairs. 


“T think that will help people who 


maybe can’t afford to restore their 
homes and it will improve the look of 
the city, too,’ Lucas said. “The tour 
helped Upland present the fact that we 
do have some history here.” 


The tour also will help illustrate 


statistics that Lucas said will be shown 
in an upcoming historical survey spon- 
sored by the city — that of the 940 
homes, properties or sites that many 
consider locally historic about half of 
them realistically deserve the honor. 
Upland definitely has its own history, 
he said.

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couple wants children’s views 


of American Indians changed

Mike and Elaine Herber want school- 
children to reconsider their views of the 
American Indian. 

As collectors of American Indian arti- 
facts for more than 20 years, the Her- 
bers have brought their love and 
respect for the race into elementary 
classrooms throughout the Inland Val- 
ley for more than six years. 

“We want to paint a more realistic 
picture of the Indians,” Mike said. 
“You show these (artifacts) to the chil- 
dren and then you can say ‘Hey! These 
weren't savages that made these.’ ” 

In their travels, focusing primarily 
on the Indians that occupied California, 
the Rancho Cucamonga residents have 
collected thousands of arrow and spear 
heads, beads, grinding stones and 
pieces of pottery. 

Much of their artifacts have been 
found on the surface, Mike said. “I try 
to go up on a high point and look down 
on the land and ask myself, ‘If I didn’t

have an automobile where would I 
camp, ”’ he said. 

“There is so much we don’t know,” 
Elaine, an elementary school librarian, 
said. “If you can get the children inter- 
ested, than they may seek out answers 
for themselves.” 

It is this search for answers that first 
launched Mike, a postal worker, to 
study the American Indian. 

“IT can remember finding my first 
arrowhead,” he said. ‘‘As I was picking 
it up, it hit me right then and there, 
this was made by a human being.” 

Mike said his early focus was on the 
Serrano Indians who occupied the area 
east of Cajon Pass to Twentynine 
Palms. 

“1 did a lot of documentation on my 
Serrano artifacts,’ he said. Many Indi- 
an authorities were not interested in 
viewing or discussing the Herber’s 
finds, he said. “They said they weren't 
interested, they already knew all they 
needed to know about them.” 

After collecting information and arti- 
facts for 14 years, the Herbers felt it 


was time to share what they had 
learned with others. 

“The children just love this,” Mike 
said. “The children like the fact that 
they are allowed to touch.” 

Elaine said that many teachers are 
not familiar with American Indian his- 
tory. “The teachers weren't taught to 
teach (about Indians),” she said. 

As part of the workshops, she pro- 
vides the teachers with follow-up study 
aids and book lists for further reading. 

“Some of the children think the Indi- 
ans are dead and gone,” she said. She 
added that they are suprised that an 
Indian reservation is as near to them as 
the Morongo Valley. 

Highlighting the humanness of the 
Indian is very important to the Her- 
bers. ‘‘They were, and still are a very 
proud people,” Elaine said. 


They both try to teach about some of 


the injustices the American Indian has 
suffered at the hands of the white man. 
“I would love someone to write a 
book that will shock people so they 
can’t sweep it under the rug,”’ he said.

light, heat and smog, and then 
devises strategies to offset 
them. 

Wharton said they are look- 
ing at a base isolation system 
which would allow the statue 
to move, while the base re- 
mains stable, during an earth- 
quake. 

“This technique was devel- 
oped by the Getty Museum for 
some of their newer sculp- 
tures,” Wharton said. “How- 
ever, it may not be 
appropriate at this time.” 

The sheer massiveness of 
the statue presents a chal- 
lenge for the two men. 

The statue weighs five tons 
and is 10 feet tall, while the 
base weighs 12 tons and is six 
feet tall, Wharton said. 


Strengthening the statue's 
armature — a combination of 
steel rods used for reinforce- 
ment — may be all that is 
needed to make the statue 
secure, he added. 

This would be done by using 
a crane to lift the statue off its 
base, so that stainless steel 
rods could be added, Wharton 
said. 


Reasearch is not complete 
and final plans would have to 
be approved by the city before 
restoratiion would begin, 
Wharton said.

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But the true stars of the day 
were the houses, selected to 
show a variety of architectural 
styles. 

Jack Nisbet served freshly 
squeezed juice from orange 
groves that surround his 13th 
Street home to visitors waiting 
for a peek inside. He explained 
how the original mission revival 
stylé house was remodeled in 
1935 to its present Mediterra- 
nean-Spanish style. And he 
showed photos of family mem- 
bers, adding a personal touch to 
the history of the house. 

The Nisbet house was the 
only one on the tour not located 
in the core of the downtown 
area. 

Those who drive along Euclid 
Avenue may notice two brick 
buildings which seem to stand 
out.

Jim Lee, owner of a craftsman 
style house with an arcade ver- 
anda nicknamed “the Mac the 
medicine man’s house,” helped 
lead tours of his Second Avenue 
home. The house, built in 1907, 
was the home of pharmacist Pat- 
rick MacQuillen who supplied 
medical assistance to Upland’s 
needy. MacQuillen also served 
as mayor of the city from 1930 
to 1936. 

Another owner, Carol Timm, 
not only helped lead tours of her 
Eastlake Victorian 1902 home, 
but she also dressed in period 
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local underprivileged children to 
spend a week at the Salvation 
Army’s Camp Gilmore in the 
Malibu Mountains, said Don 
Russell, Daily Bulletin opera- 
tions manager.

Murphy turns back the clo 


60-year-old shapes life wit

For Bill Murphy, age is noth- 
ing more than an impressive 
footnote to formidable achieve- 
ments. 

Murphy, who turned 60 just 
weeks ago, has: refused to con- 
cede the battle against the clock. 
A would-be best-selling author, 
former candidate for the priest- 
hood and recent divorcee, Mur- 
phy turned to physical fitness 
with a vengeance two years ago. 

The result was a sound body 
and a world record in an event 
that defies nomenclature. 

Murphy recently sat upside 
down in a chair, strapped in” 
tightly with head and torso dan- 
gling and did 1210 sit-ups in 20 
minutes. 

The act of endurance and 
strength was surely as difficult 
as it was unusual. 

“Even Houdini in his prime 
was only upside down for about 
15 minutes,” Murphy said in a 
recent phone interview. 

While it’s impossible to check 
Houdini’s statistics on upside- 
down events, a check of Mur- 
phy’s recent exploits are nearly

The weekend had started so 
well. 

Former San Bernardino 
Spirit second baseman Mike 
Brocki Began that Friday last 
summer by taking some money 
from Spirit fan Steve 
Hendricks at El Prado Golf 
Course. 

Just a few hours later, 
comfortable in the passenger 
seat of Hendricks’ twin-engine 
Cessna after leaving Chino 
Airport for the Colorado River, 
the weekend started taking 
shape. 

The hot sun, cold river, two 
jet skis and power boat were 
just a few hours away. 

But, 22 minutes into the 
flight, Brocki asked the fateful 
question. 

“Hey Steve,” Brocki said. 
“Ever have a problem flying?” 

“Nah,” Hendricks said. 
With 1,300 hours of piloting 
under his belt, nothing had 
ever gone wrong. 

A minute later, the lights on 
the control panel flickered. 
Then they went out. And the 
radio went out. And the 
landing gear went out. 

No electricity. 

“I was scared as hell,” 
Brocki said. ‘“‘I kept saying, 
‘Oh my God, Oh my God.’ But

Hendricks cranked the 
landing gear down manually, 
but with no electricity there 
was no assurance that it was 
locked in place. And with no 
internal or external lights, or 
radio contact, Hendricks 
attempted a landing at Palm 
Springs Airport.

While the upside down sit-ups 
were certainly taxing, Murphy 
didn’t let a slight injury bother 
him. 

“J didn’t know it, but two 
days later when I was running I 
found I pulled the ligaments in 
both my knees,” he recalled. 

Still, it was on to another 
challenge for the Murphy, this 
one testing the upper body. 

After working out on the mili- 
tary press machine at the Holi- 
day Spa in Montclair for about a 
year, he decided to find his lim- 
its at that exercise. 

“I thought, ‘let me do someht- 
ing super, so two weeks later I 
dropped down to 100 pounds and 
thought, ‘let’s see if I can do a 
couple of hundred.” 

After 303 presses Murphy de- 
cided to work in earnest. The 
result was 405 lifts of 100 
pounds in 44 minutes. That com- 
putes to 920 pounds a minute for 
nearly three quarters of an 
hour, or 40,500 pounds. 

Murphy isn’t sure he has a 
record.

Caligiuri makes U.S. World Cup team 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo. 
— Diamond Bar’s Paul Caligi- 
uri, whose goal against Trinidad 
and Tobago in the final qualify- 
ing game got the United States 
into the World Cup tournament, 
is one of 22 players selected for 
the United States team. 

Caligiuri joins Mike Win- 
dischmann, the most experi- 
enced international soccer 
player in U.S. history, and 20 
others on the World Cup team 
announced by the U.S. Soccer 
Federation. 

Windischmann, 24, of Glen- 
dale, N.Y., has made 48 interna- 
tional appearances and was a 
member of the 1988 U.S. Olym- 
pic team. 

He will lead the defense, 
which also includes Desmond 
Armstrong of Washington; Mar- 
celo Balboa, Cerritos; Jimmy 
Banks, Milwaukee; John Doyle, 
Fremont; Paul Krumpe, Redon- 
do Beach, and Steve Trittschuh, 


Granite City, Ill. 

The goalkeepers are Tony 
Meola of Kearny, N.J.; Kasey 
Keller, Lacey, Wash., and David 
Vanole, Manhattan Beach. Meo- 
la is expected to be the starter. 

The forwards on the first U.S. 
team in the World Cup finals 
since 1950 are Eric Eichmann, 
Margate, Fla.; Bruce Murray, 
Germantown, Md.; Chris Sulli- 
van, Redwood City; Peter 
Vermes, Delran, N.J., and Eric 
Wynalda, Westlake. . 

At midfield will be Caligiuri; 
Brian Bliss, Rochester, N.Y.; 
Neil Covone, Hialeah, Fla.; John

| Fewer Inland Valley students 


ee are dropping out of high school, 


according to the state Depart- 
|ment of Education. 

Between 1986 and 1989, the 
|number of local dropouts fell by 
an average of 36 percent, accord- 
ing to department statistics re- 
leased Monday. 

The data shows that local 


o!schools are more than following 


the trend statewide. Overall, 
California schools have reduced 
their dropout rates by 18 per- 
cent since 1986. 

State Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction Bill Honig 
stopped by El Monte High 
School on Monday to publicize 


 |the gains. E] Monte High is one 


of 200 schools statewide that 
received special funding to tac- 
kle its dropout problems. 

The state’s 1989 dropout rate 
was 20.4 percent — down from 
24.9 percent in 1986. Still, one 


sale. in five California high school 


students dropped out, state edu- 
cation officials acknowledged 
Monday. 


‘“We’re concerned. We're 


200, shooting for a 10 percent drop- 


out rate by the turn of the 
century,’ said department 
\spokeswoman Susie Lange. 

| The data shows that schools 
are making a healthy, steady 
dent in the problem, Lange said. 

“We’re encouraged. It’s some- 
thing that doesn’t happen fast. 
We’re working against a lot of 
counter forces in this society,” 
she said. 

The latest report compares 
the dropout rates for the gradu- 
ating classes of 1986 and 1989. 
The 1986 rates are estimates 
because 1986 was the first year 
schools began tracking their 
dropouts, said Richard Diaz, a 
research consultant for the de- 
partment’s demographic unit. 

Although the 1986 data may 
contain some errors, state educa- 
tion officials say they are confi- 
dent they are reporting an 
accurate trend. The Department 
of Education defines a high 
school dropout as someone who 
leaves school for more than 45 
| days and does not enroll in some 
type of educational program. 

State officials attribute the 
lower rates to attention focused 
on the national dropout rate, the 
availability of state money to 
pay for prevention programs, 
and the increased emphasis on 
tracking students and working 
individually with them to keep 






from businesses, law enforce- 
ment, churches and community 
groups work with school dis- 


tricts to help students, Lange 
said. 

All Inland Valley school dis- 
tricts made gains in reducing 
their dropout rates, with the 
Fontana and Pomona Unified 
school districts taking the lead. 

Despite an error in the state 
data which shows Fontana Uni- 
fied’s Class of 1986 had an unu- 
sally high dropout rate of 63.8 
percent, its high school did have 


problems and has made signifi- 
cant gains in reducing its num- 
ber of dropouts, officials said. 
During the last three years, 
the school has set up programs 
such as the Steeler Academy to 
give students the individual 
help they need to finish high 
school, said Paul Martin, Fon- 
tana High’s assistant principal 
of instruction. Steeler Academy 


is staffed by seven full-time 
teachers, he said. 


Fontana High also has 
stepped up its efforts to contact 
parents when students don’t 
show up to class. But it also has 
emphasized the positive reasons 
for staying in school, said Doug 
Maclear, assistant principal of 
guidance. 


“It’s been a concerted effort 
that starts in the classroom 
with everybody saying, ‘Kids, 
it's important that you're in 
school,’ ”’ he said. 

Although Maclear also disput- 
ed state data which show that 
Fontana Unified has reduced its 
dropout rate by 71.5 percent in 
three years, he was unable to 
provide a more accurate statis- 
tic.
